Notes:-For Carmelite use? See in particular the feasts of the Virgin of Mt. Carmel, of Joseph of Cupertino, of the 
"Patrocinium sancti Iosephi," of Elijah prophet, of Thomas of Villafia, of St. Mary "de Cervellione" and of the "Translatio 
domus laurentane" (of the house of Loreto, in 1294; the proper office and mass were conceded in 1669).

Christianorum; this feast was instituted on 24 May 1815 by Pope Pius VII, who was giving thanks on the one-year 
anniversary of his return to Rome after his release from prison in France.

Stephen protomartyr; Epiphany; Guardian angels, this last is hand-written); f. 175 is hand-written; ff. 175v-186v 
are ruled with staves but blank; f. 187r-v contains an index to the book, s. XVIII or later. 
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
